There are many in­ 
habitants iu the region, but they could 
be cla-s« «1 into the tall inhabitants and 
the pigmies. The tall natives occupy the 
clearings; t lie 
pigmies are 
found in 
groups iu the forests, 
i he diil rent tribes 
of each are distinguished by marks, some 
having tattoo marks on their foreheads, 
and others on their checks. 
J i ueiiy, A rm s, ami Habit#. 
Their jewelry 
consists of erocoilile, 
monkey, or human teeth chiefly, and their 
dress is a ph*< «* <»f bark about four feet 
long and a few inches wi« ie, which they 
tuck into a girdle. 
They have for weap­ 
ons spears, knives, battle-axes, and some­ 
times sword» . 
The pigmies are nomadic. 
The large inhabitants build compact vil­ 
lages, with one principal street, which is 
generally fl I le« l with goats and fowl. They 
are nevertludess cannibals, hut they do 
not feed on 
their relatives or friends. 
It 
is only 
w he n they make a capture from 
another trine that they eat human flesh. 
A (ni p*© A w a i t i n g C o o k in g. 
He had »«-«-a a woman who had 
been 
speared in the throat laid on a t)i« *r ready 
to be cooked. 
She was sick and had been 
left by n m arauding party. 
Another case 
had also been personally observe 1 by him. 
During their journey they had captured 
hundreds «>f natives who assisted them in 
directing 
them to banana groves and 
other places for procuring food, but they 
released them after the expedition had 
passed beyond the territory of thus - they 
had capture« !, as they were thenceforth 
useless to them. 
The pigmies, who reach 
about to a full grown m an’s waist, have 
abundant foo« l as well as the larger na­ 
tives 
They have many kinds of fruit, 
gome of them as large as watermelons. 
They catch elephants in pitfalls and other 
animal» good f« » r food are abundant. 
( ’a ug ht fl lieaut tf'it Young 
ueen. 
He consnlered these people the lowest 
of the hum an race morally. 
Their grati- 
tunu is as short -lived as a bull-dog's. 
One 
day they caught a beautiful young queen, 
18 year - ol« l, but a pigmy. 
She w as the 
color <»f yellow ivory. 
She had a narrow 
girdle at the waist with iron rings on it 
that looked like washers. 
She had ivory 
rings on her arms and ankles. 
She was 
usi-il by one of the party as a servant, and 
she be« -one very docile and adept.

another « ecuslon their pigmies curried in 
another scout. 
The m an was very proud 
Mini strutted around with dignity, 
fifiie 
woman carried a pack that would hold 
two bushel# . 
The man became a very in­ 
dustrious servant 
a characteristic which 
Is ran in Alriea. 
T h e Anglo-derinan Rivalry, 
11«* spoke of the discovery of tiie long-lost 
Mountains of the Moon, which rose like 
two truncated cones, and the Snow m oun­ 
tains, which on April had burst on their 
view, and hung for three days iu view in 
a most pellucid atmosphere.
